Willinm Wolfuner, who
haudles thousands of catile for the Whiskey
trust, testified concerning the manner in
which the live stock commissioners first dia-

other cattla wera kopt Twenty of

theso enttle weore killed forexperimontal pur-
poses and elght were slaughtored out of
merey  because they wern se badly diseased,
